On the motion for the second reading of the 
Increase of Rent and Mortgage Interest (Re- 
strictions) Bill, Sir John Keane said that the 
bill was almost the last vestive of war con 
trol, Whatever) might be thought of it, most 
people would agree that the first opportunity 
should be taken of ridding the country of the 
embarrassments, mainly on its economic life, 
that control imposed. In the matter of rents 
they had not been able to get rid of it. It 
was the policy of the Government that the 
people should jsuffer that contro] for three 
years more. At the end of three years, if the 
Government happened to be in power, peuple 
might be further subjected to a period of in- 
terminable control. 

It was hard to see at this stage whom tie 
control of houses really served. The judges 
who administered the Act had said that it 
was full of complexities. Control arose out of 
conditions of scarcity—the shortage of supply 
in relation to the demand. The cure for that 
was to allow natural forces to operate 
Shortage of supply always led to high prices, 
but the supply would meet the demand in 
due course, if it were allowed free play. 

THE ONLY CURE. 

Capital would not be invested unless it was 
allowed to reap the reward of high prices and 
scarcity. 
‘* profiteering ” was an over-dose of the dis 
ease itself, and high prices were the pre 
liminary to stability and to falling prices. If 
that were clearly understood they should hear 
less talk about the iniquities and extortionate 
action of the so-called capitalists, Capita! 
felt that in the matter of houses it was being 
limited and restricted in its operation by the 
bill, and so long as that was so capital would 
not come to the aid of the housing problem 
A free market would encourage speculation. 

The prominent blemishes in the bill were 
those in relation to notice-to-quit and the pay- 
ment of increased rents. In England that 
matter was set right two and a half vears 
ago, and yet it was being allowed to con- 
tinue in the Free State for three years more. 
As regards rates, he had sympathy with the 
proposal to charge rates on® vacant houses 
which were being deliberatel v held up tor 


sale, and which the landlord did not want to 


let. But there were certain houses in the 
country, in small demesnes, 3n which the 
owners could not afford to live, and for 


{which tenants were not easily found—such 


houses ought to receive favourable considera- 
tion. 

With regard to the classification of. houses, 
he was not in favour of the provision which 
made some business premises “ residential,” 
simply because there might be one room in 
them in which somebody slept. That was a 
matter on which the Courts might be allowed 
to pronounce. 
SUB-LETTING. 

With regard to 
opinion that the owner ought to be entitled 
to receive some portion of the proht thus 
made by his tenant. He thought that the 
head landlord might be made a party to the 
sub-letting agreement. The bill was a move 
in the right direction, and he acknowledged 
the spirit of accommodation and compromise 
with which the Minister had met the position 
of those who were attempting to solve the 
housing problem. , 

Mr. Farren said that from the point of 
view of capital the bill was immensely better 
now than it was when it was introduced in 
the Dail. But capital was not the only thing 
that ought to be considered,. There was the 
matter of civilisation. The root of the social 
evil was bad housing. Owing to the bad 
housing conditions in the Free State infant 
mortality among the poorer classes was more 
than double that of the children of the 
wealthy people. 

In 1914 a Departmental Committee reported 
that 26,000 houses were urgently required in 
Dublin to meet the needs of the population. 
From 1914 to 1921 practically no houses were 
built, and houses that were in existence in 
1914 had gone out of commission. 

He agreed that some effort ought to be 
made to prevent ‘‘ profiteering’’ by people 
who stub-let portions of their houses. To 
judge by the rate at which houses were being 
built, control would have to be continued far 


beyond 1929. 
STEEL HOUSES.

DRAWING THE LINE. 

The real problem of the Government had 
been to find where to draw the line, and to be 
sure that in preventing the exploitation of the 
housing shortage they were not also prevent- 
ing that activity in building which was de- 
sired. It was true that there was no control 
of houses built after April. 1919, but it was 
not an inducement to additional] building if 
people who owned houses found themselves 
in the position that the rent was kept down 
to a level so low that one could sell (if vacant 
possession could he obtained) for a sum that, 
invested, would bring in a much Jarger in- 
come than the rent. The Government h

Speaking on behalf of owners, breeders and all 
sections interested in the racing and breeding 
industries, he desired to make it perfectly 
clear that it was out of the pockets of the 
public the tax would come. Every rerson 
conversant with the industry, agreed that a 
5 per’ cent. tax would mean that racing 
would cease within nine months. 

A deputation of the industry spent ?' 
hours with the Minister, and because their 
arguments were futile Mr. Blythe’s policy 
seemed fo be to take a plunge in the dark 
and chance the consequences, and his motto 
seemed to be—‘‘ I never yield, whether right 
or wrong.” (Laughter.) 

Last year in England Mr. Churchill in- 
troduced the silk duties in his Budget state- 
ment, but when the many interests involved 
proved to him that the tax would be detri- 
mental to British trade interests he met the 
people and practically withdrew them. A 
well-known city bookmaker recently pro- 
duced his audited accounts for the past six 
years, and-the figures were accepted by the 
Revenue Commissioners for the assessment 
of income tax.

The Customs 
entry duty had not produced the results they 
had hoped for in the way of reducing the 
excessive number of small parcels brought in, 
but it yielded £40,000 revenue, and just at 
the moment they did not feel like dropping 
It. 

As to the suggestion of issuing a loan, he 
said that they would not issue a loan unless 
the greafer part of it would be absorbed. 
Unless the Exchequer became low and the 
temporary loans reached a large sum, they 
should not issue a loan. To issue a loan 
for ten millions would mean paying 541 per 
cent, and getting a rate of interest very much 
lower.
